1% Justify Hts Action, 


Mr. Washburn’s Suspension Not 
Authorized by Law. | 


The Board Within the Mayor's Bill, and 


Subject to Its Provisions, 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sta: The ex-Police Commissioners have at- 
tempted to justify the conduct of themselves 
and the action of the Board in a lengthy commu- 
nication to the Common Council. This is, per- 
haps, the most extraordinary document which 
has been called forth by the unfortunate diffi- 
culty between the Mayor and the Board. I 
refrain from any remarks upon the propriety of 
this communication, upon the intemperate lan- 
guage in which it is couched, or the incendiary 
suggestion thrown in at its close. The incom- 
plete and distorted statements contained in it 
are calculated to mislead the unprofessional 
reader, especially if he is not familiar with that 
chaotic mass of legislation which goes to make 
up the organic law of the city. The suspension 
of Mr. Washburn is justified on the ground that, 
although the Board may no longer possess 
the power of removal, it yet retains the power to 
punish any officer or patrolman when proven 
guilty on charges preferred; and that, pending 
the trial on such charges, the person charged 
may be suspended from duty. Thus they say: 

It ig tmpossible for us to see how the various pro- 
visions of the law authorizing the trial of a member 
of the police force before the Board for malfeasance or 
incompetency, and to inflict punishment when con- 
victed, and, while such charges are pending, to suspend 
their duty, are inconsistent with the arbitrary power of

In this case, there were no charges legally 
pending against Mr. Washburn, and, consequent- 
ly, no legal ground for his suspension. It is 
evident that charges can only be preferred before 
the Board in the manner pointed out in the 


charter. The charter prescribes two methods of | d 
preferring charges, and only two. The first of 


these is found in the revised charter, which pro- 
vides that “Any cilizen of Chicago, with 
a view to the trial and suspension, or removal 
from office, of any officer or policeman of the 
lice, may, on Oath, in writing, prefer or make 
fore the Board charges or complaint,” otc. 
The second method is found in the amendment 
to the charter, approved March 15, 1869, which 
provides that The Superintendent of Police, or 
the Acting Superintendent of Police, may prefer 
written charges, without oath, before the Board 
of Police,” etc. These charges, therefore, can 
only. be lawfully preferred bya citizen under 
oath, or the Superintendent or Acting Superin- 
tendent in writing without oath. No one in 
the Police Department can prefer charges, ex- 
cept the Superintendent or Acting Supérintend- 
ent, and no ene can prefer charges against the 


Superintendent himself except à citizen.

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TEE NEW MORAL CODE. 

The country is just now passing through a 
trial upon the question of official morality. It 
is conceded that the public officer who accepts a 
bribe for an official act is guilty of a crime; but 


this admission is met by the query, What is a 
bribe? What is it that a man must do in the 


way of purchasing an election, or purchasing 
legislation, or any official act, to constitute the 
crime of bribery? The moral offence consists 
in the public officer accepting a fee or 
reward for rendering an 
The acceptance of the compensation is the 
substance of the offence. Would a Judge 
of the United States or State Courts, who, 
in addition to his fixed salary, should receive 
regular or occasional pay from a corporation, 


which might, at some time, have a case before him, 


be guilty of bribery, unless it could be proved 
that the Court had accepted the money under an 
agreement to decide corruptly in all cases in 
which the corporation should be interested ? 
Is the acceptance of the money, without a law- 
ful consideration, the substance of the crime, or 
is jt the actual rendering of the corrupt decision? 


How much confidence would the public 


have in a Court known to be in the 
receipt of a pecuniary compensation from one 
or from a combination of corporations? and yet 
why should the confidence be wanting if the 
fact of bribery is not fully completed? There 
is no difference between the case of a Judge and 
that of any other officer. The member of the 


' Legislature, the member of Congress, and the 


Cabinet officer, are all alike the agents and trus- 
tees of the people, and standin the same rela- 
tion to the public and to individuals that does 
the Judge. When, therefore, a member of the 
Legislature, or of Congress, or of the Cabinet, 
accepts a gratuity from any person or corpora- 
tion who has or may have business before him, 
he stands precisely in the same light that does 
the Judge who accepts money from actual or 
possible litigants. 

But we are having new theories upon this 


- question. A Senator-clect from South Carolina, 


who has paid 60,000 for his election, claims 


chat bas conduct cannot be investigated save at 


the official request of the Legislature from 
whom he purchased the election. A Secretary 
of the Interior, having control of the relations 
of the Pacific Railroad Company and the Gov- 
ernment, accepts $10,000 from that corporation, 
with the avowed purpose of procuring his eleo- 
tion to the Senate, where, as a legislator, he 
would have to vote upon measures relating to 
that Company, and defends the act as consis- 
tent with personal and official integrity. 

In Nevada, a Senator has just been elected who 
does not deny that he has expended perhaps 
one hundred times his whole Senatorial salary 
to be elected. The expenditure of money was 
so notorious that he has been forced to justify 
and defend it. Speaking to the men by whose 
votes he was elected, he thus describes the of- 


fice to which he has been chosen: 


The position to which you have elevated me is one of 
grave responsibility and almost perilous exaltedness,

I deny that the recent canvass was corrupt or profi- 


_ gate beyond what might be as justly charged against 


any and every political campaign, whether municipal, 
State, or National, within my memory. Money was 
used, it is true; but generaily, as far as I know, by the 
Central Committee of the various counties, and legiti- 
mately in the interest of the Republican party, and in 
presenting clearly to all the true issues involved in the 
campaign. There is not an election gone by since our 


existence as a nation that has not witnessed and sanc- 


tioned its like use, They who inveigh against political 
expenditure of this character simply decry the inevita- 
ble, and incur more than suspicion of their candor and 
intelligence, * * * Corruption is no necessary co- 
rollary to the use of money. A sum as vast as our 
national debt might be disburzed and no one be cor- 
rupted, The mere disbursement of money is blame. 
I candidly acknowledge that money was used in the 


| campaign, but not corruptly. It was used legitimately 


and rightfully. The popular espousal of my candida- 


ture alienated men and institutions of wealth, power, 


and influence, who had theretofore been generous pa- 
trons of the Republican party, and checked numerous 
sources of supply and turned them into channels 
which flowed into and filled the exchequer of the op- 
position. These powerful influences encouraged and 
promoted discord within the organization. There 
was peril without; there was craft, intimidation, and 
treachery in every hand, endangering alike the suc- 


- cess of the party and the interests of the community. 


If through party and personal zeal I volunteered to 
stand on the breach caused by the debertion of others, 
and bear the brunt of the fight and the heat and 
burden of the day, I trust, while I arrogate to myself 
no virtue for so doing, that others will not impute it 
to me as a crime. 


The plain meaning of all this is, that Mr. Jones, 


finding that his candidacy was not popular, and 


that whatever chance he had depended on the 
free expenditure of money, ~ bravely re- 
solved to bear the brunt; words, he 
“went in” with his money, overwhelmed all op- 
position by purchasing its followers, and at the 
cost of perhaps $500,000 in a State where the 
aggregate popular vote was less than 20,000, 
found himself in possession of a Legislature 
pledged to his election.

on his part was blameless, but we question 
whether the American people have sunk in their 
sense of moral rectitude as to accept his decla- 
ration that to object to the use of money to pro- 
cure an election to the United States Senate is 
to “simply decry the inevitable.”

VIRTUE IN THE JURY-BOX. 
A Philadelphia paper asserts that trial by jury is 
at present a failure, and cites the disagreements 
of the jury inthe Tweed cace, and in that of 
Mrs. Wharton, as instances to prove the asser- 
tion. In Mrs. Wharton's case, three-fourths of 
the jury were for conviction. The minority of 
the jury refusing to concur, the case has to be 
tried again. The remedy suggested is, that the 
majority of the jury shall in all cases render the 
verdict, but tho writer overlooks the fact that, 
bad such a rule been in force, Tweed would have 
been acquitted. The guilt of both prisoners is 
assumed, yet in the one case, where no bribery is 
suspected, the prisoner would have been convict- 
ed, while in the other, where there is an allega- 
tion of corruption, the accused would 
have been acquitted. To make out 
the case in behalf of the proposed 
new rule, the minority in Mrs, Wharton’s case 
must be pronounced as incapable of weighing 
the relative force of statements and ar 


ligent bretheren ;” while for the minority in the 
Tweed case must be claimed the superior 
honesty and intelligence which would have been 
overwhelmed by the stolid ignorance of the 
majority. Placing these two cases as illustra- 
tions of the advantage of the proposed change 
in the jury law, the Tweed case completely de- 
stroys every argument or theory furnished by 
the Wharton case. : 

We do not deny that there are evils in the 
jury system, nor do we imagine that the jury 
system hes escaped the corruption which 
has attacked every branch of public 2 
The remedy is with the public. The stan 
of official morality has been terribly degraded. 
Every man convicted of fraud, perjury, embez- 
zlement, or official corruption in any form, of 
late years, has been made the special mark of 
clemency. Philadelphia, like all other large 
cities, is controlled at the ballot-box, in the 
choice of public officers, by those who make 
crime a profession. Not ons in a hundred of 


hundredth man is accused and convicted, he is 
turned loose by Executive clemency when his 
criminal associates demand his release as the 
price of ballot-stufling, perjury, murder, rob- 
bery, or other crime. When corruption is thus 
supreme in all branches of the Government, 
and when public opinion is so strongly in sym- 
pathy with that corruption, it is perhaps absurd 


to expect unblemished virtue in the jury-box. 


Why should nota juror accept a consideration 
for acquitting or refusing to convict a criminal 
when he knows that, if the man is convicted, 
somebody else will be paid for releasing him from 
the sentence? When a man is convicted of false 
swearing and stuffing the ballot-box, and is par- 
doned because it is ‘‘a political prosecution ;” 
when a man is convicted for robbing the Treasu- 
ry of Philadelphia, and pardoned» that he may 
make affidavit of the innocence of his partners 
who at the time are candidates for office, how 
can public opinion in Philadelphia complain 
that an official robber in New Tork. who is on 
the wrong side to have hope of Executive par- 
don, is not convicted by the jury? When public 
opinion justifies, upholds, and sympathizes with 
Executive protection for crime, even when no- 
toriously corrupt, it can hardly find fault with 
juries if they cut under and take the profits out 
of the hands of higher officials. 

In the State of New Jersey, a public officer was 
tried last year and convicted of precisely the 
same acts charged against Tweed. He did not 
waste his time in corrupting or befogging the 
jury, because he knew that he would be par- 
doned,—as he was. Tweed knows that he will not 
be pardoned, and therefore he takes care that he 
is not convicted. | 

What is wanted is a reformation of public 
opinion, and a higher standard of official mo- 
rality. Official crime is far more heinous than 
any other, and yet is never punished, because 
„party insists upon defending its man. When 
public opinion shall have advanced to that point 
when it shall neither tolerate, excuse, palliate 
or justify official corruption in any form, nor by 
any officer, be his place high or low, or 
his past record, good or bad, then there will be 
no difficulty in having juries who will convict, 
and then there will be fewer cases of that kind 
calling for prosecution. The same improved 
public opinion will not be confined in its opera- 
tion to juries in cases of official crime, but will 
extend to all cases, and the juror, and the Gov- 
ernor, and the Sheriff, and the witness, will alike 
feel impressed with the certainty that crime is to 
be punished, and that every person engaged in 
the administration of justice will have to choose 
between fidelity to duty or perpetual infamy,— 
personal as well as public.

THE DOCTRINE OF CASTE. 

Mr. Sumner’s pet hostility to that general sen- 
timent of society or government which he calls 
‘‘caste,” is scarcely sustained by the doctrines 
advanced by the modern school of savans. To 
take Mr. Darwin's theory asa starting point, it 
might reasonably be maintained that natural 
selection” indicated the right of every indi- 
vidual to choose his own condition and avail 
himself of all opportunities. This may be true in 
the abstract; but, practically, natural 
selection” is necessarily followed by 
the establishment of Caste,—the new, 
stronger, and superior species naturally lording 
it over the species they have left behind them. 
This principle has been recognized by Mr. Wal- 
ter Begehot, in his treatment of the connection 
between Physics and Politics.“ He maintains 
that, if we go back far enough in history, we 
find man without any traditions of civilization, 
which was subsequently provided by the ad- 
vantages of one physical organization over an- 
other, and transmitted through the nervous 
organization by means of hereditary infin- 
ences. It was in this primitive condition that 
the law of ‘‘natural selection” asserted itself. 
It was found that the stronger prevailed over 
the weaker. Strength was discovered to be an 
accompaniment of the virtues of abstinence and 
regularity. These qualities were cultivated to 
the end of superiority, and marked the departure 
from barbarism to civilization. If this theory 
bo correct, Caste is contemporaneous with the 
development of civilization. The beginning of 
civilization, according to Mr. Bagehot’s theory 
of Politics and Physics as correlative forces,

Mr. Francis Galton, the anthor of the volume 
on ‘“‘ Hereditary Genius,” which excited so much 
attention a few years ago, now proposes 
to put his ideas to u practical appli- 
cation, thus recognizing not only 
the existence of Caste, but its usefulness to man- 
kind. In a recent number of Fraser’s Magazine, 
he proposes a plan for refining and improving 
the better qualities of mind and body that are to 
be found in the superior classes, with a view to 
providing, at some future time, » race of men of 
little less than supreme knowledge and virtue. 
His plan is far above the ideas of Stephen Pearl 
Andrew's theory of stirpiculture, and the prac- 
tices of the Oneida Community, so far as decency 
goes. But the principle itself does not 
appear to differ very materially from 
that which underlies the other philosophies that 
pretend to look to the same object. He desires 
to establish a Caste among persons of good birth 
and personal worth, by which they only shall ih- 
termarry among themselves. With implicit 
faith in his theory of hereditary genius, he be- 


lieves that such a course would be to enno- 
ble the particular race that would thus be pro- 
duced, and lead it to great accomp ents in 


the fields of virtue and mental progress. Mr. 
Galton is not especially happy in his refer- 
ence to the German nobility, who maintain 
this rule of exclusion in their marriages; 
for historic truth would scarcely show that the 
nobility of Germany have accomplished so much 
for the progress of civilization, the development 
of society, or the improvement of morals as the 
Bourgeoisie, who have not enjoyed the advan- 
tages of an exclusive mixture of noble blood. 
Another serious objection may be urged in the 
fact that, under an agreement of this kind (even 
if. it were at all practicable), men and women 
would marry in their own small class from 
a sense of duty, or under the dictates of 
pride, rather than with any considera- 
tioa for their own happiness. It is certainly a 
question whether unhappy, or, at best, nega- 
tively contented, marriages would produce the 
favorable results which Mr. Galton anticipates. 
This is doubtful, even when admitting that his 
theory of hereditary genius is correct. Apother 
serious objection might present itself in the 
course of time. There would be a race of peo- 
ple given to literature, art, and culture of all 
kinds, but necessarily untutored in the way of 
business or self-protection. It is more than 
likely that such a people would be the prey of the 
rest of mankind, and reduced to poverty and 
suffering. If they formed a nation, other na- 
tions of warlike disposition and acquirements 
would have them completely in their power. 

The truth is, that Caste, such as it is, must 
follow the law of natural selection,” or of 
chance, or of circumstances, or of whatever else 
may determine it from time totime. If, on the 
one hand, it is not to be abolished, appearing in 
some other form whenever it is crushed out, so, 


on the other hand, it is not to be culti- 
vated by any system of marriage 
or hereditary recognition. It may be 


well enough to discuss the probabilities of he- 
reditary genius, and, perhaps, not altogether un- 
profitable ; but, for all that, genius cannot be 
controlled by conventional laws. It must fol- 
low its own bent, and it will transmit itself the 
more surely by doing so. 


A WOMAN'S LIFE. J. 
Three notable women have been lost to the 
world within the past few weeks,—women whose 
places it will be difficult to supply. Each differ- 
ed from the other in character and in calling, 
yet all were alike in the womanliness of their 
lives and the delicious charm of their influence. 
They were Mrs. Mary Somerville, the Viscountess 
eld, and Mrs. Harrison Gray Otis,— 
the death of the latter having occurred a few 


— 


remarkable women was known all over the 
world in the particular sphere in which 
she had exerted her talents and influence; and 
yet not one of the three had ever sought noto- 
riety, or in any way cultivated the attention of 
the public. Mrs. Mary Somerville attained a 
high and useful position in mathematics and 
science, penetrating greater depths than many 
of her male contemporaries of renown, and com- 
manding the confidence and admiration of the 
scientific world. Let she accomplistied all this 
without sacrificing any of the domestic and 
social charms of womanhood. She remained a 
good and loving wife, a fond and careful 
mother, a brilliant and attractive society 
factor of Disraeli’s success. Married to this 
brilliant but erratic man at the turning-point of 
his life, she gave a direction to his abilities 
which led him on to the greatness that he would 
never Otherwise have attained. She devoted 
her fortune and all her social attractions to his 
advancement. She inspired his books, encour- 
aged his oratory, and had that abiding faith 
which impressed a nation with her own convic- 
tions. Her fame became world-wide when 
Disraeli declined the Peerage, which had 
been proffered him, in ber fa- 
vor, thus publioly acknowledging the debt of 
gratitude and the fund of affection which he 
cherished for her. | 25 

Mrs. Harrison Gray Otis, of Boston, was not 
less remarkable for the influence which she 
| exerted, the work she did, and the manner in 
which she accomplished it. Had she been a 
woman of great wealth, her charities might have 
been dess respected, and would certainly have 
been the more easily performed. Had she been 
the wife of President or s great 
statesman, ber intense patriotism and 
exalted position would have been lees 
striking. Had she been a professional 
character, her brilliant talents would have been 
the more readily understood. But here was s 
woman who was left a widow as early as 1827, 
with moderate means, and a family of three 
children to support; a woman of great beauty 
who never remarried, and never entered into 
public life.

Mrs. Harrison 
Gray Otis is best known to the present genera- 
tion for the good she did during the War of the

great executive genius assorted itself 

ut the continent. But if there had 

no war and no Sanitary Commission, Mrs. 
Gray Otis would have died famous. 

Her social attractions were simply irresistible. 
They had won friends and admirers in high 
stations in Europe as well as at home. 
Her appreciation of art had enabled her 
to gather together a museum of rare and in- 
teresting works. Her entertainments, though 
simple and unpretending according to 
her means, were the pride of Boston. It was 
her custom to throw her house open to all the 
world on the anniversary of Washington's birth- 
day. She was a woman who had no need to 


dread contamination - purifying, beautifying, 
and ennobling all who approached her. 

The life of such a woman is a blessing to man- 
kind. The good which Mrs. Harrison Gray Otis 
did while she was on earth is infinitesimal as 
compared to the influence which such a life 
exerts for all time. Her career—that of a 
true woman—sets an example and teaches a 
lesson which are of greater value than the plati- 
tudes of preachers or the homilies of philoso- 
phers. When we revert to a life like hers, or to 
that of a Mary Somerville and a Viscountess 
Beaconsfield, we feel that the mistaken efforts 
to advance the cause of womanhood by unsex- 
ing women is surely counteracted. 

THE OPERA SEASON. 

The spectacle in McVicker’s Theatre, on Mon- 
day, Wednesday, and Friday evenings, was not 
caléulated to impress a stranger with the belief 
that money is tight in Chicago. It is impossible 
to get at the exact figures, but it is only a few 
dollars out of the way to say that on Monday 
evening there were $5,600 in the house; on 
Wednesday evening, $6,000, and on Friday 
evening, $6,200; and an average of these three 
sums yesterday. The gross receipts of the week 
will probably reach $25,000. This result has 
not been surpassed in any city in the country. 
The Friday night receipts have never been 
equalled before in this city. On Friday even- 
ing and Saturday afternoon, indeed, if the 
theatre had been larger, the audience 
would have been larger also, as many 
came who could not getin. The result shows 
that Chicago to-day is, as she always has been, 
the most munificent patron of opera in this 
country, and that no entertainment suffers here 
if it is of good quality. There is no city which 
detects a sham more quickly, or lets it more se- 
verely alone, and there is no city which extends 
a more royal welcome to real talent. Miss 
Charlotte Cushman, during her recent engage- 
ment, more than once acknowledged that she 
had never met, in all her long and varied stage 
life, amore elegant or cordial reception than 
she had here. The moralists may mourn, and 
the financial economists may weave theories of 
profit and loss as much as they please, it still 
remains true that Chicago is bound to be 
amused, whether times are hard or not, and there 
is quite as much sound philosophy in this deter- 
mination as there is in playing the Pharisee, or 
shaking like Faint Heart, in every crisis. The 
fair little Berliner will find compensation in this 
recognition for all the privileges she has forfeit- 
ed in breaking her contract with Frederick Will- 
iam’s Superintendent of Opera.

The London Gazelle recéntly published the 
„Regulations for Her Majesty's Diplomatic Ber- 
vice,” which have been confirmed by Earl Gran- 
ville, and which went into effect last month. As 
they furnish some valuable hints in the reform 
of our own Civil Service, we reproduce a few of 
the more important conditions, which candidates 
for positions in the British diplomatic service 
must fulfil. The candidate for an attacheship is 
required to satiéfy the examiners in 
rthography, handwriting, precis writing, Latin 
grammar, arithmetic, geometry, and geography. 
He must be able to converse in French 
fluently; must have a general knowledge of 
English constitutional history, the political 
history of Europe and of the United States,

The last condition is that they 
shall be generally intelligent, ‘‘as evinced by 
the manner in which they acquit themselves 
under examination, and specifically by the quick- 
ness they may show in seizing the points in 
papers read by them, or read over to them once 
or twice.” Candidates must also have com- 
pleted the 20th year of their age, and must 
not have exceeded the 26th year. The 
services of attaches reckon from the 
date of the certificate granted by the 
Civil Service Commission, and are considered as 
probationary for two years from that date. At 
the expiration of this probation, which must be 
spent in employment at the Foreign Office and 
actual residence at some foreign mission, if all 
the conditions have been fulfilled, the attache 
gets a commission as Third Secretary, at £150 a 
year, provided he has learned one other 
foreign language in this time. By 2 similar 
process, the Third Secretary is raised to a Sec- 
ond Secretaryship, and he may receive a special 
allowance of £100 per annum if he manages to 
learn the Russian, Turkish, Persian, Japanese, 
or Chinese languages sufficiently for colloquial 
purposes, or any other language which 
is the vernacular where he is station- 
ed. By a similar process, the Second 
Secretary may be elevated to Secretary of Le- 
gation, the minimum salary being £500 per an- 
num. The Secretary is allowed travelling ex- 
penses from England to his post, and subsist- 
ence at the rate of £1 per day, but must pay the 
travelling expenses of his family and servants, 
as well as his own, when they are incurred for 
his own pleasure or convenience. 

After fixing conditions and salaries, the fif- 
teenth regulation provides as follows: It is to 
be distinctly understood that, in the future, all 
the members of the diplomatic service will be 
expected to take their turn in whatever part of 
the world their services may be required, and 
that, except as regards Teheran and Pekin, 
where no accommodation can be procured for 
married men, every Secretary or attache, whether 
married or unmarried, must be prepared to go 
to the post at which the requirements of the 
public service demanded his and to 
which he may be appointed.” The remainder 
of the regulations are technical in character, 
providing for an interchange of employment 
between Secretaries of the various grades and 
junior clerks at stated periods, for annual re- 
ports from the heads of missions on the corduct | 
of Secretaries and junior attaches, for deduc- 
tions from salaries when leave of absence is 
granted, and for temporary allowances when the 
occupancy of a mission is disturbed by war. 
The regulations are very voluminous, but we 
have already indicated sufficient to show why 
it is that the English diplomatic service is the 
finest and most systematic in the world. The 
absence of the stringent but judicious safe- 
guards of the English system in our own system 
accounts for the fact that our diplomatic service 
is so incompetent, and so often scandalous to 
the good name and credit of the country. When 
availability, intelligence, and character are made 
the tests, instead of partisan service, we may 
expect to be represented abroad by fewer igno- 
ramuses and men of the Butler and Cramer 
stamp, and not until that time. 


THE ENGLISH IRON STRIKE. 

The great iron strike in South Wiles has as- 
sumed such dimensions that it is begiuning tp 
seriously affect bueiness. at the present time, 
not less than 70,000 iron and coal workers in that 
country are engaged in the strike, aud the great 
iron works have entirely suspended business, 
leaving thousands standing idle. As each of 
these workers represents an average of four per- 
sons, it consequently follows that about 280,000 
people are suffering from this strike. As many 
trades and branches of business are also de- 
pendent upon the iron business, the distress 
which it is occasioping may well be imagined. 

The cause of the strike grows out of the close 
relations which the iron and coal trades bear to 
each other. The system established by the 
trades-unions, which regulates the wages of 
coal and iron workers by the prices of those pro- 
ducts, had carried wages up to a very high rate. 
Then came a time when the payment of such 
wages became s burden to the employers, the 
iron trade having become bad and prices re- 
daced. The employers, therefore, in the early 
part of December last, more particularly the 
iron-masters in South Wales, gave notice 
of a reduction of 10 per cent in 
wages, to take place at the commence- 
ment of the new year. Inreply, the men quoted 
the price-lists from the trade journals, showing 
that Welsh bar-iron had, duiing parts of the 
year 1872, been quoted at higher rates than the 
north of England bars, and yet there was no 
move to reduce prices in that section of the 
country. The employers and employes then 
held a conference at Cardiff, at which the mas- 
ters exhibited statements of prices really re- 
ceived by them, and which were much lower 
than the quotations which the men had intro- 
duced as an argument why wages should not be 
reduced. The workmen then asked for an arbi- 
tration to prove the accuracy of the figures. 
The masters refused this, on the ground that 
arbitrations were one-sided, and instanced sev- 
eral cases where they had worked injury instead 
of good; but offered to submit their books to a 
committee of workmen to test their accuracy, 
and proposed that the workmen should accept 
the reduction until March, to await the condition 
and prospects of the spring trade, and then, if 
the circumstances warranted it, the men should 
have the 10 per cent back, and possibly an addi- 
tion. This the men refused, and the result 
was a general strike throughout the 
iron regions of South Wales, Of the 
strikers, about one-third are colliers, 
and of these a large proportion are unionists, 
who can live for a time upon union funds. The 
iron-workers, however, are not members of the 
union, and the strike is already beginning to 
tell upon them with fearful effect, many of their 
women and children having already been com- 
pelled to beg for food. The masters, of course, 
can bear the strike for some time to come. They 
have already damped down their furnaces, and 
takefi off the blast, in which condition they can 
keep their furnaces for three or four months at 
atime ready for work at very short notice. 
How the strike will end, it is impossible to fore- 
see, That it must entail great distress upon 
the families of the workmen is, however, 
very evident, especially through the late exces | 


Britain. The strike is also directly influencing 
prices. Under its operation, the production of 
iron has stopped to a great extent, and prices 
have materially advanced. A despatch from 
London, dated the 4th, states that there was an- 
other rise in the price of coal also, on that morn- 
ing, which advanced during the day from 48 
shillings to 58 shillings per ton, in consequence 


been compelled to close, thus throwing out of 
employment an additional number of laborers. 
There has never before been such an extensive 
or persistent strike in England or Wales. 
The recent strike of the farm laborers 
through the north of England is 
dwarfed into insignificance by it, and what adds 
to its distressing character is the fact that both 
the masters and men refuse inflexibly to yield a 
single point in their demands, and that a large 
proportion of the latter have no means of sup- 
port. The latest despatches indicate that the 
strike is still at its height, and that the masters, 
in their efforts to solve the problem, have an- 
nounced their intention to import Chinamen 
from California, to work at the furnaces. This 
threat, instead of presenting any inducement for 
the men to resume work, has only created bad 
blood, and resulted im very direct intima- 
tions of assassinations of the masters if they 
attempt to carry out their programme. An ar- 
bitration of some sort must settle the matter in 
dispute, or there will be imminent danger of vio- 
lence. The real cause of the masters’ opposi- 
tion to yielding to the men is, that it will prove 
disastrous to the iron trade, by keeping the 
prices at a very high figure, thus operating as a 
premium for increased production of iron in 
other countries, and shutting them out from the 
foreign market. If they succeed, they are cer- 
tain that they can arrange a scale of prices by 
which they can enter into competition with the 
rest of the world. 


The Prussian Government is threatened with 
a huge lawsuit for its summary closing of the 
German gambling houses. According to the 
contract held by the Company with the local 
governments, made before the Prussian Govern- 
ment had its present jurisdiction, the Hom- 
bourg pri extended to 1896, and those of 
Wiesbaden to 1831. The Company propose to 
claim the sum of 90,000,000 francs, or about 
$13,000,000, in damages for forfeiting this oon- 
tract. It is said that, while the subject was 
under debate, Councillor Von Wohlers, Commis- 
sioner of the Governmentin the Prussian Cham- 
ber, declared that the Government would 
be liable for the profits which the Gambling 
Company would have to sacrifice. As roulelie 
and rouge-et-noir are claimed to be games of 
chance, and the Company might possibly be 
stripped of the profits which it has made in the 
past, might not the Government claim an offset 
in the losses from which it has saved the Gam- 
ng Company by declaring its privileges void ? It 
is asserted further that the Company, being 
composed mostly of Frenchmen, will appeal to 
the French Assembly for intervention ; but it is 
not probable that France will care to further 
complicate its relations with Germany for the 
benefit of its gamblers. 


The prospects are now that the United States 
will be very handsomely represented at the 
Vienna Exposition. It is already reported by 
the United States Commissioner General that 
there will be a complete collection of statistics 
of trade and commerce, production and re- 
sources; several large photographs of American 
scenery; a fine collection of ores and minerals; 
samples of cotton, sugars, and textile fabrics ; 
wines. of American growth; models of street- 
cars; a collection of 7,000 American newspa- 
pers; complete statistics of education and school 
appliances from every State in the Union. 
Among the manufactured articles—which will 
completely fill the space allotted to the United 
States for this department—are steam gnd fire 
engines,. wood-working ~ machines, printing 
presses, and stereotyping machines, sewing ma- 
chines, knitting machines for the 
manufacture of Bessemer steel, wool and flax 
spinners, mowers, reapers, plows, and threshing 
machines, fire extinguishers, dynanome 


chines. The time for receiving applications for 
representation has been extended to Feb. 20. 


The proposition in the New York Legislature 
to pass an act for the protection of factory chil- 
dren cannot be practically appreciated in the 
Western country; but those who have read ac- 
counts of the ignorance, poverty, degradation, 
filth, and persecution of young children, the over- 
work which is put upon them, and the wicked- 
ness that is nurtured in hardship, in New York 
and other Eastern cities, will not wonder at the 
proposed legislation. The sct provides that no 
child whatever shall be employed ina factory 
who is under 10 years of age, and no child 
under 12, tnless he knows how to read. The 
penalty for infringement is $5 aday. No child 
under 16 years shall be employed for more 
than sixty hours in one week, nor on four speci- 
fied holidays, under penalty of $10 for each of- 
fence. Nor shall any child between 10 and 16 
years old be employed, unless he has had 
three full months’ schooling, which shall] be 
proved by a teacher’s certificate. The act also 
provides for the registefing of minors in the 
factories, and for allowing the officers to enter 
the factories at all times for the purpose of en- 


forcing the law.
